ABOUT IT

Snowmobile season is fast ap- and the guys who were with me that 
proaching and with that in mind we all day. Did I make a bad decision? Yes, 
hear the word "avalanche" sometime most likely. I thought to myself with 
throughout the season. We might all these mature trees on the hillside 



hear it in the news or from checking 
forecasts and advisories. It's not a bad 
thing; it's just a natural occurrence 
that we as outdoor recreationist need 
to respect. 

As many of you may or may not 
have heard last season, I was involved 
in a pretty decent- sized avalanche. As 
I look back to that moment to reflect 
on it, I try to learn from the incident 
rather than looking at it as a negative 
event. Yes, it scared the hell out of me 


I most likely would be safe. 

I was wrong. 

The day's forecast called for 
"Considerable" avalanche condi¬ 
tions with more danger prevalent to 
northeast aspects. As I looked up at 
this hill I was searching for a line that 
I thought would be fun. As I planned 
it in my head, I shot up the hill and 
quickly cut right. As soon as I cut 
to the right, that's when the snow 
sluffed off the hill below my sled. I 
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had the sled stopped, assessed the 
situation and thought I was ok. 

Again, I was wrong. As I turned left, 

I looked up to the top and that's when 
the three-foot crown let loose. At this 
split second I deployed my BCA vest 
and heard the air bag go off. 

Once the wall of snow came 
crashing down I knew I wasn't going 
to be sitting well because of all the 
old growth trees I was headed for. 
At this moment all I remember do¬ 
ing is grabbing onto the handlebars 
and hoping to ride the sled down 
with the sled on its side. As I did this 
I remember looking at a massive old 
growth tree and aiming the skid for 
the trunk of the tree. Once impact 
happened I really don't remember 
what happened other than me tuck¬ 
ing into a ball and seeing nothing 
but darkness as I continued to slide 
through more trees. 

Once the slide stopped I popped 
up on top of the snow bruised and 
shaken with one leg on top of the 
snow and the other buried. All I can 
say is I was lucky to have walked away 
with no major injuries. The sled was a 
loss but I was grateful to have walked 
away and have a good group of 
friends with me that day to be there. 

From my years of riding in the 
backcountry I learned how to be a 
safer rider but even experienced rid¬ 
ers make mistakes. Here are a few 
pointers that might help you. 

1. Go out and take an avalanche 
course from a certified instructor. 

2 . Buy the correct gear—avalanche 
air bag, transceiver, probe, shovel and 
some sort of communication. 

3 . Spend some time using your 
gear and practice with your riding 
buddies. 

4 . Learn to check avalanche fore¬ 


casts and ride according to the fore¬ 
cast. If the danger is extreme, stay 
home. If the danger is considerable 
think twice before trying to impress 
your friends. 

5 . Learn to let your ego say no. I'm 
at fault many a time because I seem 
to always want to push boundaries. In 
all honesty, how long can we live on 
luck? I was very lucky to have lived to 
tell and write about my experience. 

6 . If you don't know the riding area 
pay good money for a local guide 
who can show you around safely and 
maybe teach you a thing or two. 

7 . I'm glad the highmarking days 
are past us but with new sled designs 
and riding abilities, people are now 
riding a lot steeper terrain and using 
sidehills to get into new areas. Make 
sure to keep one sled on a sidehill at 
a time and always use the riding style 
of "bridges and islands." That means 
as one guy crosses a danger zone 
have one guy stop, watch the rider 
ride through the zone to a safe area 
and then turn around and watch your 
buddy cross the danger zone. 

8 . Communication. I can't stress 
how important it is to have some sort 
of radio communication with your 
riding group. You never know when 
someone is involved in a incident and 
by the time you realize it, it's too late. 

9 . You might own all the correct 
avalanche equipment but it's worth 
nothing if you don't check it each ride. 

10 . Be prepared for changing 
conditions throughout the day of 
your ride, especially when it gets 
warmer. When you start seeing 
snow falling out of the trees and 
water dripping from pine needles 
expect the conditions to worsen. If 
you have a storm move in with fierce 
winds, watch for storm slabs. SH

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HABITS TO 
WORK ON | 




Simply put, snowmobiling is the single greatest activity on the planet. I think I saw a recent 
meme in which President Trump confirmed that. 

There are many different ways to enjoy snowmobiling, including boondocking, hillclimbing, 
jumping, racing, tree riding, powder turns, trail riding and the list goes on and on. We all have 
our favorite aspects. I am extremely fortunate not only to enjoy this sport myself, but I also get 
to spend every day on the snow helping others get more out of the experience as well. 

At Mountain Skillz (www.mountainskillz.com) we specialize in working with people focused on 
technical off-trail riding. We welcome and enjoy working with riders of all abilities. This includes a 
variety of skillsets and experience levels from beginner to advanced and everything in between. 

Sidehilling and tree riding are the primary aspects that we spend time teaching about and 
fine-tuning. Generally speaking, there are five riding technique-related habits that we continu¬ 
ally have to break down and recreate with our clients. 


VISION/AWARENESS 

Vision/awareness is where it all starts in re¬ 
gards to technical riding. There are two incor¬ 
rect items that I catch people constantly look¬ 
ing at: their ski tips and objects, usually trees. 
If you don't look up and ahead, you will never 
know what possibilities you have. 

When looking at your ski tips, you aren't 
aware of what is around and in front of you. In 
this instance as your sled approaches an ob¬ 
stacle, you will recognize it at the last second, 
which causes hesitation. This is usually followed 
with a mistake leading to getting stuck or hit-

ting the obstacle. 

When a rider focuses on an object, chanc¬ 
es are they are going to head toward that ob¬ 
ject. The solution is to always keep your head 
up, looking for possibilities and staying aware 
of your surroundings. If you know what gaps 
in the trees you can get through and focus on 
that, you are much more likely to successfully 
navigate between and around the trees. 


I often tell my clients that they give the trees 
way too much respect. It's important to recog¬ 
nize that they are there, but our focus needs to 
be on where we can and want to go. The farther 
ahead you can see, the farther ahead you can 
plan and execute smoothly. Good awareness at 
all times will help keep us safe. This means look¬ 
ing around in all directions so that we can recog¬ 
nize changes in the terrain as well as in the snow. 


THROTTLE APPLICATION 

There are many ways to use the throttle that 
are appropriate for different situations. The key 
is knowing how much throttle you actually need. 

As odd as it sounds, most of the time too 
much throttle gets people in trouble. If you're 
climbing a hill, racing across a meadow or cut¬ 
ting a long open sidehill, you can hold the throt¬ 
tle wide open or steady in one position and be 
just fine. However, when you mix in varying ter¬ 
rain and trees, too much throttle will lead to too 
much speed and getting out of control. Contin¬ 
uous partial throttle leads to many mistakes on 
the mountain also. Constant throttle means con¬ 
stant direction. When riding tight trees, you are 
always making directional changes. We typically

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initiate a directional change on our snowmobile 
by letting off of the throttle for a brief moment 
to cut the forward momentum. 

Just as the momentum is altered, we provide 
a slight body and/or steering input. As this input 
creates action to one side or the other from our 
machine, we are quickly back on the throttle to 
complete the execution of the maneuver. 

In my riding area we are always dealing 
with different snow conditions. We don't pick 
and choose the conditions. I ride every day 
and love all snow conditions. The less consis¬ 
tent the snow is, the more precise you must be 
with your throttle. Constant partial throttle in 
this condition will lead to track spin and trench¬ 
ing. You guessed it: now you're stuck. In this 
situation, quick on/off blips of the throttle help 
keep your sled on top of the snow. Staying on 
the throttle creates a sawing action by the track 
in the snow as it's constantly clawing through 
whatever snow it can grab ahold of. 

However, with the quick blips, for the brief 
moment that you let off the throttle, the track 
stops sawing and digging and it has a chance 
to freewheel and coast on top of the snow. 
Your thumb is responsible for this action. The

quicker and more aggressive you can operate 
the flipper, the more successful you will be with 
this technique. 


FOOT POSITION 

Where a rider places his feet in relation to 
the snowmobile can have major impacts. The 
biggest mistake I see riders making when rid¬ 
ing technical terrain is standing too far forward. 
By this I mean all the way forward. In this po¬ 
sition, your torso is in/over the handlebars. I 
often refer to this rider as T-rex. T-rex has no 
leverage and is a terrible rider. 

Our body needs space to work with. The ideal 
body position is knees and elbows slightly bent. 
From here, you have a lot of power and leverage 
to manipulate your snowmobile and apply tech¬ 
nique to make it do what you need it to. You can 
get too far back on the running boards as well. 
From this position you become stretched out and 
lose strength, leverage and control. 

Foot position is all about finding the sweet 
spot for the current situation. That sweet spot

will constantly be changing a little bit so you 
have to be active and seek it out with small 
movements. This is relative for riding neutral 
(right foot on right running board and left foot 
on left running board) as well as wrong foot 
forward (left foot on right running board with 
right foot hanging off machine or right foot on 
left running board with left foot hanging off 
machine). Stepping a bit farther back in this 
position will put more weight on the rear track 
shock, allowing it to compress and hold the 
snowmobile on edge easier. 

Taking this a step farther (literally) is what 
you are doing with your "off" foot when riding 
wrong foot forward. This "off" foot can be very 
helpful. When timed with a quick application 
of throttle, pushing off the snow will help pro¬ 
pel your sled out of a hole. If you watch some¬ 
one sidehill through the trees, you will notice 
them planting that "off" foot and using it quite 
frequently. There is a little bit of planning and 
awareness involved. 

For example, don't step too close to a tree. 
If you do, you will end up in a treewell. To pre¬ 
vent this, recognize where the soft zone around 
the tree is and plan to take a step just before 
that and land just beyond it for your next step. 
Another advantage to your "off" foot is con¬ 
trolling how far on edge your snowmobile is.

CONTROLLED MOMENTUM 

Momentum is important in all aspects of 
riding. More specific to technical riding is con¬ 
trolled momentum. Too much and we're risking 
a crash or not being able to maneuver around 
an obstacle. Not enough and we're simply not 
going to make it and probably end up stuck. 
Controlled momentum is finding that balance. 
It's like combining aggression and precision. It is 
also a skill being able to understand when you 
don't have enough momentum and need to turn 
out or implement Plan B. An important element 
riders often forget about that is very helpful in 
regards to controlled momentum is the brake. 

If you come into a situation a little too fast, 
you can always tap the brake to achieve more

tion too slowly, it's impossible to gain speed 
beyond a certain point. The on/off throttle ap¬ 
plication that I talked about earlier is a key as¬ 
pect to controlled momentum. 


CONFIDENCE 

Far too often I watch riders attempt a line 
and fail simply because they don't think they 
can make it. In that case, I ask them why they 
would try something they don't think they can 
do? It always leads to a great teaching moment. 

Once we take some time to evaluate the 
entire situation and talk through the different 
aspects, options and riding techniques, they re¬ 
alize that they CAN make it. Simply approach¬ 
ing with the mindset that you can and knowing 
what you need to do to execute will set you up 
for success. 

Confidence is built by starting small and 
being successful. Experience also builds confi¬ 
dence. We don't always succeed at everything 
on our first try. Learn from your mistakes and 
apply that knowledge on your next attempt. 

The combination of these habits all being

If you haven't ever been to Jackson, WY, 4kI 
and watched the World Championship Snow¬ 
mobile Hillclimb, you haven't seen some of the 
gnarliest snowmobile racing on the planet. 

It's not just hillclimb racing, it's hillclimb rac¬ 
ing at Jackson Hole on Snow King Resort's Ex¬ 
hibition Run. The site of this Rocky Mountain 
Snowmobile Hillclimb Association-sanctioned 
race is what makes the difference. Exhibition 
Run is a double black diamond run with 1,571 
feet of vertical rise (read: it's really, really steep). 

That steepness brings out the best in the 
racers and, sometimes, the best carnage in all 
of snowmobile racing. 

Sponsored by the Jackson Hole Snow Dev¬ 
ils, the World Championship Snowmobile Hill¬ 
climb brings together the best hillclimbers in 
the snowbelt to compete against each other, 
the mountain and time. 

All of this is best viewed in person. You get 
the best feel for the event while standing near 
the start or along the steep edges of the race 
course up Exhibition Run. Race organizers have, 
in recent years, broadcast the event over the In¬ 
ternet and, thanks to some strategic placement 
of cameras, you can see some exciting action. 

But if you have the chance, see it in person. 

The event is held every March. Here's a look 
back at some of the scenes from the 2018 World 
Championship Snowmobile Hillclimb.
